thoro was submitted to’me a letter written to 
the Bishop of Victoria by Mr. Byrde, of Wu- 
chow, in which he declared tlnt in oortain 
districts of the province of Kwangai famine 
existed, that the people had no food, that their 
rico crops had failed for two years, that they 
were dying of hunger, and that. they were sell: 
ing women and children into slavery'to save 
their lives; I mado some: enquiries from Mr. 
Fox, the Consol st Wuchow, who was in 
Hongkong on that doy, and I heard fom 
him a. confirmation of the statément made by 
Mr. Byrde., I then communicated with Bishep 
Piazzoli, who was kind enough to muke en- 
quivies among his missionaries in Nanning. 
One rev, gentloman wrote to him, and ‘here are 
nome extracts from his letter :— : : 
“Father Poulat, of the district of Kola Yun, 
wrote to me in October, 1902: * Rice is already 
selling at more than eight pisstres the 100 
Chinese litre, The famine is horrible for our 
poor peasants, already so tried and impoverished 
by the rebellion, Those who are more daring 
go ont to pillage in order to live and our 
Christians ore polluted like the rest’ In 
November he wrote to me, ‘I almost envy 
yourlot. Atany rate you have not, like me, the 
pain of being prosont without being able to 
provent the slow agony of so many poor people 
who are dying of hunger. I am daily besieged 
and implored by numbers. of unfortunates who, 
having nothing 1o eat either at howe or 
abroad, come to entreat me to lelp them 
and to give them something to eat to provent 
their dying. “Even after having: hod a little 
xico- and somewhat reguined strength they 
refuse to’ go away telling mo they cannot 
endure sseing their fumilies atruggling with 
hunger’” Then he goss on to make several 
statements with reference to the abseuce of 
rice ‘and the presence of famine, and from 
the statements of various missionaries brings 
the sitantion down to: the prosont time. 
. Well, gentlemen, T even went further, because 
L was anxious not to make any movo in this 
matier until I had satisfied myself that there 


really was such a state of famixe existing in c
